ton planters, faced by a ten-cent price 
at the beginning of the world war, 
are now enjoying 24 to 2ii, and ex- 
pecting as much at ,'iO. 


Prior to the 
war cotton was our 


leading single export. 
Even now with 


nil the shipments of food mid sup- 
plies 
to the 
allies, 
it, still 
ranks 


fourth, Important because of its use 
in munitions. 


All-of which is another reason for 


the president's proclamation,

Her average mil 
consumption is only 80,SOD hales and 
she only took from us before the war 
an average of 23,371 bales.

1915 she bought 534,0"5 bales, or jusl 
about six and one-half times her mil! 
capacity. 


Sweden's mill -consumption 
aver- 


ages only 95.000 bales and she used 
to lake 30.1524 bales. 
Bui in 1910 she 


bought 758,307 bales. 


She and Hollcml together in that 


year took one-seventh of all our cot- 
ton exports. 


England 
was quick to

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The Ameri- 


can export council's prohibition of the 
export of a long list of crude chemicals 
indicates more clearly, than anything 
jelse tho war's tremendous strain on the 
industrial structure of the world. 


The mere list gives a bird's e,ye view 


of tho chemical base of industry. 


The most important fact is the short- 


age of sulphuric acid—master sub- 
stance of industrial chemistry. 
Hardly 


anything man eats, wears or usea for 
tool or transport is produced without 
its direct or indirect use. But war de- 
mands it quite as much. In the manu- 
facture of weapons and munitions it is 
devoured by the millions of tons. Eight 
million tons tyill be .required ir. America 
the coming year. 


Plants must be built to make three 
million moru tons. Hence, none may be 
exported. 


Here are a few of the chemicals, the 
export of which is now forbidden, with 
their principal war and poace uses: 
Caustic soda—manufacture 
and glycerine—glycerine used 
plosives.

All that can' be seen from the floor 
below, when the stair is folded up, is 
a carefully finished ' panel of wood, 
which is finished 'to match the trim 
In the 'room where it is located. 


We have mentioned 
only a very 


small-house in connection with these 
space-saving articles of'home equip- 
ment, because the, results 
obtained 


by their use in a very small house 
aro very striking. 
Their 'application 


to the larger houses is just as effec- 
tive, it not so striking. 
Any house 


might have one or more disappearing 
bed installed as a substitute for the 
extra bedrooms. 
Houses having sun 


parlors are not yielding the 
fullest 


return on the investment unless the 
sun parlor is also serving as a sleep- 
in? porch.

.ected will determine largely to what
